1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Allen et 
al (6,111,520). 

Allen et al discloses the claimed device of a flexible sensor having a capacitor and an 
inductor which measures pressure. Applicant's specification, page 12, lines 3-10, 
further states that the pressure sensor of the invention can be manufactured using 
micro-machining techniques and an example of this type of sensor is described in Allen 
et al, clearly showing that the claimed sensor is already well known in the art. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 6-7 fail to provide any structural limitations of the device and merely contain 
language directed to the intended use. 

5. Claims 31-49 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 09/30/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the sensor of Allen et al is intended for industrial 
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applications and not practical for intra-body procedures. However as can clearly be 
seen this is directed to the "intended use" of the device. The sensor of Allen et al can 
be made from different materials including ceramic and polymers which are considered 
to be "biocompatible" materials. There are many instances of using different polymers 
and/or ceramic materials to make devices that are inserted or implanted into the body. 
Therefore the use of polymers and ceramics are considered to be "biocompatible 
materials" such that the Allen sensor is capable of being delivered into the body and 
since this is directed to the intended use of the device all that is needed is for the device 
to be capable of being used the same way, which Allen is clearly capable of being 
delivered percutaneously within the body.
